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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for.allowance because: Applicant asserts that the Hyndman reference 
does not disclose the transfer of selected service objects between nodes and interface devices. Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Hyndman's invention teaches the efficient display of network data in a MMVC paradigm, in which the transfer of service objects is most 
certainly disclosed. It is abundantly well known that a service object is defined as a variable comprising routines and data. In column 6 
of Hyndman, it is taught that the acyclic direct graph contains an associated event propagation mechanism. When changes are made, 
the graph is updated, and accordingly, events are propagated. As such, the propagation of events constitutes a tranferrence of a service 
object, as said events cause the system to behave in a certain manner. These events are transferred without restriction between nodes. 
Therefore, the counter-productive assertions that the Examiner relies on a "tortured" presentation of the reference that are also 
"nonsensical at best," are not only fallacious, but eminently absurd. Hatanaka teaches the ability to switch between view objects, when a 
new view object is present. The ability to terminate old view objects is also obviously accounted for, where an unnecessary view object 
may be closed, if desired. The claim language also explicitly states "selectively terminating" the service objects, which most certainly 
allows for terminating some objects and not others, and also leaves the selecting to be conducted by any entity. Therefore, Hyndman- 
Hatanaka teaches.the selective termination of view objects, and in turn, each element of the claim in question. 
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
